An unnamed official of the radio downplayed the deployment and termed 
the exercise "a simple security measure". 


A renowned presenter with the state TV confirmed the circulation of 
rumours that "some high-ranking army officers were planning to 
forcefully get in and go live", while a high-ranking officer with the 
national gendarmerie confirmed knowledge of the alleged plot, which he 
said "could be a move to destabilize the country". He added that "this 
should not be taken lightly". 


BBCM observed that state TV did not mention any coup rumours and 
proceeded with normal programming in its 27 May 1000 gmt bulletin.

KIVA 95.9 in Santa Rosa, which isn't co owned with KSSR, is on the 
KSSR tower and they have an Application to go from a Class A with 1.5 
kW at 36 meters to a Class C2 with 50 kW at 24 meters, still from the 
AM's tower. 


When I asked several questions about KSSR of local folks in Santa 
Rosa, many were more then willing to tell me what I wanted to know, if 
they had the answer. 


I would also assume that KIJMU, licensed to Sand Springs, a Tulsa 
suburb and serving Tulsa, is back on the air with the new owner Birach 
Broadcasting. I am also assuming they did upgrades after buying the 
station.

I did hear while investigating all this that WBCQ was shutting down 
two frequencies but the fellow I spoke with on the phone said that the 
two frequencies is have been spoken for by a preacher and will remain 
on the air. I know these shortwave stations must pay their bills but 
it sure is boring with nothing but preachers on the air. 


My phone call to WBCQ was very pleasant, the person awake and 
friendly. I always write and tell them I am listening to World Of 
Radio. 


To answer your question directly, the day of the program is Sunday and 
the times listed were 3 PM and 11 PM Eastern on 5/25/08. For some 
reason the 11 PM show did not air. I double checked and 11 PM Eastern 
is listed as a broadcast time. Good to hear from you! Thank you for 
your e-mail! (Bob Jamison (Nicoli), Compton, California, DX LISTENING 


DIGEST) 


Hello Glen[n], Just getting in at an ungodly hour. Thanks so much for 
your e-mail. Just launched the website and got the radio show back on 
the air. Trying to recover from the KAIJ fiasco. Wheeew! Such as the 
obvious no day mentioned on the website! Would forget my XXX if it 
were not attached. 


We were getting ready to go to Dayton to pass out some 10,000 QSL 
cards and trying to get all together turned out to be quite a task. 
We will be on several other stations as it looks right now but have 
not nailed down times and frequencies. 


It is a pleasure working with Al Wiener seems to have a real heart for 
shortwave broadcasting. We will be airing another program called iTo 
Abundance and Beyondi, an interview show of outstanding folks in 
business that have learned how to achieve and make things work. The 
host will be a guy by the name of Alan Guin. I will co-host or at 
least get in his way! That will air on WBCQ Sundays at 6 pm I believe 
EST [sic]. I will double check and let you know the exact time. 


Al seems to have a much better grasp of putting compelling programming 
on the air than the folks I am used to working with. Mundane 
programming has just about finished off terrestrial broadcast radio. 

I believe compelling programming can be produced and paid for on 
shortwave; it just takes work. 


Seems like most of the owners and managers of shortwave stations want 
to sell time cheap to preachers and churches with no thought to a 
listening audience and building on the uniqueness of shortwave radio! 
I have got a boatload of e-mail from the broadcast on WBCQ. It only 
shows that folks do listen and they do respond. 


From an e-mail I sent out a few months ago: 


We had the pleasure of joining our good friend Ronnie Milsap, WB4KCG, 

and putting his new home iradio broadcasti studio together. I figured 

out the iradio configurationi of the console with Matt, David soldered 
connectors and organized the wiring. Holly provided the ibroadcast IT 

tech supporti for the new configuration. We all had a lot of fun. 


When we were finished with the studio Ronnie sat down and we recorded 
a great edition of the QSO radio show. Ronnie tells his story about 
his first interest in ham radio and the story of him getting his 
license. 


In the interview for the first time, he tells the story how he was 
rejected by his mother and raised by his grandparents. He talks about 


his experiences at the blind school as well as the very touching story 
of losing the limited vision in his left eye when struck by an abusive 
administrator.

Loggings in Vietnam --- I just returned from 
vacation in Vietnam (my 5th vacation in Bao Loc in about 10 years). 
Some of these loggings are a few weeks old. My friendsi Internet 
provider was having problems, and although Internet cafEs are 
everywhere in Vietnam and usually have 20 to 30 computers, they are 
always full kids playing games with others waiting in line. So I had 
to wait until I returned home to report my loggings. 


I really have nothing outstanding to report. There are even more 
Chinese stations than when I was in Vietnam in 2005. And, like in i05, 
although I checked the listed frequencies often I was unable to hear 
any of the regional Vietnam stations. This may have been due to my 
modest equipment (Yacht Boy 400 and a 20 ft. indoor wire) or the very 
limited time these stations are on the air. In my earliest visits to 
Vietnam I heard a few of these, but broadcasts sometimes lasted only 
15 minutes or so. 


A number of stations I had hoped to log were not hearddésome of the 
rarer Indonesians, Radio Sedayee Kashmir, Voice of Jammu & Kashmir 


Freedom, and others. Radio Wantok Light was always covered by CRI. 
There was no sign of Radio Free Asiais Mandarin or Korean broadcasts 
on MW (I was probably a long way from the transmitter sitesowherever 
they are), and while most of the Indian regional sites were heard, 
they were barely audible. Here are a few I did hear.

Do you mean 1296 kHz? Do you mean on AM? Time and day? The Orfordness 
transmitter has been relaying Radio Netherlands in DRM on this 
schedule: M-F 0759-1000 UT in Dutch, daily 1459-1600 UT in English. If 
it was during one of these times, perhaps the feed from Hilversum was 
temporarily lost and VTC defaults to such a filler. If not, it would 
be interesting to know what they are doing with this transmitter the 
rest of the time. 73, (Glenn Hauser, Oklahoma, ibid.) 


Hi Glenn, RNW is in AM, not in DRM. We have also noticed these tests 
yesterday outside the normal RNW hours. It could be some reception 
tests for a possible customer - they have done this before, for 
example for Radio Nationaal in 2001. But it has nothing to do with 
RNW. 73, (Andy Sennitt, RNW, May 27, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


UNIDENTIFIED [non]. I need some help. I have been hearing a Spanish 
speaking station, daytime on 1650 kHz. During the nighttime, KHRO 1650 
El Paso operating with 85 watts has a strong signal into Laredo (my 
location), some 510 miles away! KHRO broadcasts in English with oldies 
from the 50's and 60's. Occasionally, Denver's KBJD with 1000 watts 


fades in with Spanish religious programming from 900 miles out, and 
KCNZ Cedar Falls, IA with 1000 watts from 1099 miles fades in (all on 
my SONY SRF-59). 


My question is: what am I hearing in Spanish on 1650 during the 
daytime (this on my Sangean PR-D5 and very weakly on my SONY 7600GR) ? 
I find no listings from Mexico on 1650, and the El Paso station, using 
10,000 watts daytime is broadcasting in English, ruling it out. There 
is no way that the Denver station would be coming into Laredo during 
the daytime, and, in any case, the daytime programming that I was 
hearing was not religious (in fact, on Sunday, soccer was playing) in 
nature. Anyone know of a new Mexican station on 1650 or new Texan 
station? (Richard "Heatwave" Berler, May 26, ABDX via DXLD) 


Could be a local mixing product; have you checked all your local 
stations for parallel audio? Surely it IDs too if it’s a legal station 
(Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


KHRO is 850 watts nights. Do you ever get LA's Korean or VA's Disney? 
Anyhow, there's nothing licenced on 1650 that could be your mystery 
station. Perhaps a mixing product or image and these sometimes have 
one audio far atop the other. Perhaps a part 15 from Laredo or similar 
from across the border in Nuevo Laredo. 73 KAZ (Neil Kazaross, IL, 
ABDX via DXLD) 


Thanks, Neil! I thought that what I was hearing on 1650 kHz daytime 
was not an image as the station was coming in on my dual conversion 
SONY 7600GR in addition to the SANGEAN PR-D5. We have locals (all are 
Spanish, regardless of if they are Laredo or Nuevo Laredo) on 790, 
890, 1000, 1090, 1300, 1340, 1370, 1410, 1490, and 1550 kHz. The weak 
signal on 1650 turned out to be an image of the 1090 station! 
(Heatwave, ibid.) 


Richard, Just as I too suspected. But it could really be a mixing 
product (transmitted) rather than an image (only in the receiver), 
since 1090 and 1370 in Nuevo Laredo are in the same group and could 
very well have transmitter and antenna right next to each other or 
even di- or multi-plexed. Or it could be external mixing from 
something metal in the area. Dual conversion isn’t going to get rid of 
something that is really transmitted. Maybe you could go over there to 
take a look? 


BTW, perhaps these stations are worth citing by name: 1090 is listed 
as XEWL, 1370 is XEGNK. Could you confirm their current calls and 
slogans? 0, I should make clear to everybody why I think it’s 1090 and 
1370 mixing --- 1090 is equal distance from 1370 as 1650, 280 kHz 
apart, one ‘leapfrogging’ over the other. Or another way of looking at 
it is the old 2B minus A formula. 73, (Glenn Hauser, OK, ibid.) 


Guys, It would help to know where the original poster, Richard lived. 
However, he would probably have to be within about 1 mile to hear any 
Part 15 station at night, and since 1090 and 1370 DON'T diplex, 
because their towers are 1 mile apart and neither is more then 5000 
Watts, Richard would have a horribly crappy radio or live between the 
two towers or within 3 miles of the tower (Paul B. Walker, Jr., SC, 
ibid.) 


I live in Laredo, TX, perhaps 7 miles from the Nuevo Laredo 
transmitters. I observed the mixing product during the DAYTIME only on 
both a SANGEAN PR-D5, and a SONY 7600GR. In both cases, the signal was 
quite weak. At night, El Paso, Denver, and Cedar Falls, Iowa can be 
heard on 1650 with the El Paso signal dominating (El Paso is 500 miles 
from me). 


I forgot the Nuevo Laredo station on 960! We have a crowded AM dial 
due to Nuevo Laredo! The Laredo locals on AM consist of Spanish 
religion on 890 and 1300, and Spanish music format on 1490. The tight 
30 and 40 kHz spacing of the Nuevo Laredo stations can make for 
difficult daytime reception of weak signals on nearby frequencies due 
to mixing products, images, and overload (Richard Berler, ibid.) 


UNIDENTIFIED. --2305 _Unid_ Latin 1045 to 1115 with OM en espa0ol. 
"... 1103 "/...las mismo [sic] palabras de Dios/" (Synchro lock on NRD 
535D) , followed by YL but signal fading out, continued deep fades but 
strong carrier; strong carrier at 1115 but rising band noise. 73s (Bob 
Wilkner, PUmpano Beach, Southeast FlUrida, May 26, 746Pro ~ 535D, 
Noise reducing antenna, NASWA yg via DXLD) 


I guess he means 2305 kHz; don’t know what the two hyphens are doing 
in front of it. Guess what, 2305 plus 910 = 3215 but WWCR should not 
be on then, nor with Spanish (Glenn Hauser, DXLD) 


UNIDENTIFIED. 3270: Caros amigos, Na noite de ontem, por volta das 
0000 UT captei uma emissora em idioma desconhecido em tal frequincia. 
A programaA,,o incluia algo que parecia ser alguma espEcie de 
notici-rio e entrevistas. O idioma eu n,,o consegui identificar, mas o 
Sinal chegava a 44444. 


N,o sei se se trata de algum armUnico ou esp’rio captado pelo meu 
receptor, ent,,o, como nem na hora cheia consegui uma identificaA,,o da 
emissora, gostaria da ajuda dos colegas no sentido de tentar (de forma 
positiva ou n,o) captar tal emissora. 


A ‘nica emissora que lembro que usou essa frequincia (mas deixou de 
transmitir nela h- v-rios anos) foi a Namibian Broadcasting 
Corporation. Em buscas na internet, n,o encontrei nenhuma noticia 


sobre um possivel retorno dessa emissora. Entretanto, o site da 
emissora cita o uso das ondas curtas em suas transmissies. 


Ent,,o, por conta dessa grande d’ vida, conto com o apoio dos 
companheiros de lista. Seria interessante que atE mesmo o retorno 
negativo fosse dado, pois reforAaria a possibilidade de captaA,,o de 
armUnico/esp rio. AgradeAo desde j- a cooperaA,,o! 73 (Ivan Dias -

Could be 3 x 1090, but with a 44444 signal surely he would have 
recognized if it were Portuguese or Spanish (gh, DXLD) 


UNIDENTIFIED. 3291, BBC programming audible on very weak signal at 
1010 May 26. PNG was not on (Chris Hambly, Vic., DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


That of course brings to mind Guyana, which has not been reported for 
nearly a year. In DXLD 7-097, Bob Wilkner said it was last heard in 
July, but the last report of it we found was in 7-071, 1 June 2007, on 
3291.13. DSWCI TBM does not show any reports of it in 2008y, DBS none 
Since July 2007, and LA-DX agrees, with the latest time reported 1005. 
Yes, by 1010 it is just about fade-out time. Anyhow, worth checking 
3291+ tonight and earlier tomorrow morning (Glenn Hauser, ibid.) 

Not confirmed: see PAPUA NEW GUINEA 


UNIDENTIFIED. 8000, 0407, May 26, no station heard here, except for 
noise jammer. Same type of noise jammer heard on 7100/7175-VOBME at 
this same time. Nothing heard on 5100 (Brian Alexander, PA, DX 
LISTENING DIGEST) 


UNIDENTIFIED. Hi Glenn, Last evening from 0115 past 0200 on 11170 kHz, 
I was listening to a station in Spanish with a possible ID of Radio 
Capital, Colombia. At 0115, a male announcer was reciting the rosary, 
accompanied by male and female participants, with light music playing 
in the background. Strangely, at 0140, the male announcer mentioned 
Indiana Jones. In between, I heard him coughing several times and 
laughing as well. At 0152, I heard a religious musical selection in 
English, entitled "I Will Be Here." It ended at 0156, with clapping (a 
live version was obviously played) and the male announcer coughed 
again. It was at 0200 that I tentatively heard a female station ID as 
"Radio Capital, Colombia...Estados Unidos..." The program continued 
past 0200. Fair level with fading and static bursts. 


I was initially monitoring 11175 kHz for government/military 
communications. Then I came upon this station on 11170 kHz. Any ideas 
on this, Glenn? Thanks, (Ed Insinger, May 27, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


Ed, Yes, a mixing product (leapfrog) of 11870 over 11520, another 350 


kHz lower, from WEWN in Alabama. 11870 is Spanish, 11520 English, and 
the further one’s audio usually dominates in such cases. Next time see 
if it matches 11870 or // 5810. 11170 could happen any time between 
Q000 and 0600 when those two fundamentals are running. The ID you 
probably heard was Radio CatUlica Mundial, nothing to do with Capital 
or Colombia (Glenn to Ed, via DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


Thanks, Glenn. Yes, my ID was not a clear one and now that you mention 
it, I did hear the "Mundial" portion on two occasions. Now that I do 
have two receivers side by side, I will try 11870//5810 and let you 
know, Glenn. 73's, (Ed Insinger, ibid.) 


Hi Glenn, I heard WEWN in Spanish on 11170 kHz again last evening at 
0100 UT, though propagation was poorer. I checked 5810 // 11870, which 
both came in well, IDiing as iRadio CatUlica Mundial, Estados Unidos.i 
Neither channel programming matched 11170. At one point, there was 
religious music on 5810, while 11170 had a male announcer in Spanish. 
Till try again this evening. 73is, (Ed Insinger, May 28, DX LISTENING 
DIGEST) 


What else could 11170 be?? That's very strange. Thought I had it all 
figured out. Another idea. CVC La Voz, Chile is supposed to be on 
11970 in Spanish starting at 0100. Maybe they punched up the wrong 
frequency. See if 11970 is there when 11170 is audible. And the CVC // 
at that hour 0100 is 11665. I'll try to check too. 


[later:] Ed, I checked shortly after 0100 UT May 29: nothing at all on 
11170. WEWN: very strong in English on 11520, not so strong in Spanish 
on 11870. CVC: very strong on 11970, not so strong on 11665, both 
Spanish. 


If you are still hearing 11170, suggest you tune around inside the 
bands searching for a possible //. 73, (Glenn to Ed, via DXLD)
